It contained a total of 226 pages broken 
down into sections, eh 
The large display of advertising contained in this pap- 
er is very evident. More so, the inflation ‘fight is evident 
in every advertisement. Prices are being slashed and the 
customer is being told that each company or firm is out 
to reduce prices and improve quality. Inflation mast 


have taken a greater hold on the people of this city much 


more than we realize in Canada. 

Section One, in two parts, contains 64 pages and looks 
more like the daily that we are accustomed to. It covers 
the world and city news which is supplemented with a 
generous amount of better class fifth avenue type adver- 
tising, such as made-to measure mink coats for ladies at 
reduced prices of $2700, Also such things as ladies shoes 
made of snakeskin in red, green, blue or brown are spec- 
ialed at $32.95. The issue tat we received was published 
prior to Mothers Day and in the first seetion, the theme 
of gifts and presents for mother is uppermost in the ad- 
vertisements., . 

The next 24 pages labelled Seetion Two, contains 
theatre, drama, art, music radio travel resorts and auto- 
mobile news. While not taking the time or the trouble to 
count the number of theatres advertised they run well 
into two pages, and their advertisements are not large. 
Some of them being only one inch high by two inches 
wide. News of new stage productions, forthcoming pic- 
tures, crities comments on first night performances is 
noticeable in this section, New York is not all glitter, for 
announcements of symphony concerts, operas, and other 
clasical features are prevalent, to entice patrons to pay 
a visit and swell the box office, From 1 . At, the 

_ paper a: visitor to this fabw@lots eity would indeed be lost 
to choose an evenings entertainment, for no matter what 
the visitors wish there happens to be more entertainment 
listed in any particular field, whether it be theatre, opera 
art. galleries or night clubs, than one person could attend 
in a week of sight seeing. 

-. Po the would be traveller who resides in the Ccircula- 
tion district of this paper, every possible escape for a 
holiday is listed, even to South America of to Canada, 
Banff being the one place that seems to predominate as 
far as Canada, is concernéd. 

Section Three is earmarked for the business tycoon, 
being the financial, industrial and stock market section. 
It contains only 12 pages, but lists every type of news and 
advertising that would be of interest to the business man. 

The smallest section, being Section Four, only contains 
10 pages. This portion of the paper is devoted to the 
weekly. round-up of news, editorials, letters to the editor, 
science features and education notes. While other featur- 
es are normal in any paper, the editorial page holds some 
facination, in that particular portion called the - Mast- 
head. This part of every paper usually appears over the 
editorial and gives such information as to the publisher, 
editor subscription rates and dates of issue. This part 
held interest for the Editor of the Star, for such things 
as the subscription price is $22.00 per year in Canada, 
The paper is also available in bound volumes on Bond 
paper for $200,00 per year. The paper is also published 
on microfilm which is nothing more or less than usual 
film as used in picture shows and can be read by project- 
ing the image on a screen in a persons home, Of course 
this service would cost the reader $140,00 per year. 


The final full size section of the paper contains 12 pages _ 


and is labelled the sport and want ad section. It contains 

' news of the doings in.the world of sport and carries ad- 
vertising of interest to men only, such as boats, out- 
board motors, men’s clothing ete. The want ads are set 
very small and list such things as a liquor store for sale 
with a 400 thousand dollar turnover for sale at 66 thou- 
sand dollars. 

The last two sections are called the Magazine Section 
and the Book Review Section. The magazine section is 
somewhat along the same line as the magazine section 
of our eastern Canada weeklies. It lists happenings in 
picture form, showing the building boom being experien- 
ced in that great city. Such things as a thirty three story 


addition to Rockefeller Building, and a 12 acre slum: 


clearance project are depicted. Other features include 
recipes and home making hints.

“Using the term in its broadest 
sense, some two hundred forme of 
rheumatism have been described, in- 
cluding about one hundred ‘different 
typs of arthritis. However, the maj- 
ority of rheumatic patients suffer 
from on of the common varieties, 
namely: rheumatoid arthritis, asteo- 
or degencrative arthritis, rheumatic 
fever, gout, gonorrhoeal arthritis, 
fibrositis, or a phychoneurosis with 
rheumatic symptoms,” Most of these 
forms and their relief measures are 
described in the magazine article, 
Dr. Graham says that these types 
vany greatly in thoir cause, mode of 
onset, symptoms and resulting dis- 
ability, For some a peady cure is 
available; for others treatment must 
consist of a program of undramatic 
measures which, though slow, will 
preserve jc.int movement ana prevent 
deformity in most cases, 
Rheumatoid arthritis still presents 
the most serious problem, Dr. Wal- 
lace says, It tends to attack the 
younger group, even little children, 


‘and the fundamental cause has not 


yet been established, He says, how- 
ever, that great interest has been 
aroused by frequent observations that 
rheumatoid arthritie becomes quies- 
cent during pregnancy or during a 
severe attack of jaundice, only to re- 
cur after delivery of the baby or 
after the jaundice has subsided, 

“Intensive research, therefore, 


the alleviating factor in these two 
conditions,” . 

Dr, Wallace concludes his article: 
“Although much has been accomplish 
ed in the field of rheumatism during 
the past few years, the problem is a 
gigantic one and facilities to treat all 
sufferers in his country with modern 
forms of theraphy simply do not 
exist, The public mind has been focus- 
ed for years on diseases which ‘kill’, 
such as cancer and tuberculosis, but
